She wore, on that day, a pleated 
navy blue skirt, a blouse, and 
heavy, ribbed knee-sox of the 
same color. She did not appear 
to be more than 16 years of age. 


Here is a story of an almost 
fey spirit in which there dwells 
courage and resolution. These 
qualities are never wilfully com- 
manded to appear in the manner 
of Aladdin rubbing his lamp and 
summoning forth the genie. But 
they are there. Seas of troubles 
and misfortune have rolled over 
her. She survives. She always has 
seemed somehow alone, yet there 
have always been close and loyal 
friends. 


This newest book, “Clock With- 
out Hands’’, is itself a monument 
to courage. A massive stroke, and 
several smaller ones, left partial 
paralysis and constant pain. For 
a long time it was not possible 
physically to write.

Unquestioned Artist 


Carson McCullers is one of the 
nation’s unquestioned artists. It 
is possible that when the final 
measurements are in, she will be 
listed as the South’s major con- 
tribution to literature. ‘‘The Heart 
is a Lonely Hunter’’, ‘‘Reflections 
in a Golden Eye”, ‘““The Member 
of the Wedding”, “Ballad of a 
Sad Cafe’, and now, “Clock With- 
out Hands’, have made her ad- 
mired and respected everywhere 
books are sold, 


Loneliness is man’s oldest 
theme. The Greek philosophers, 
the Old Testament prophets, writ- 
ers and poets from the time al- 
phabets were invented, have writ- 
ten of the futile yearnings and 
efforts of individuals to break 
through the walls of loneliness. 
This has been the thread in all 
Carson MeCullers’ books. 


She was looked upon as a child 
genius at the piano. She was 16 
when she began to write plays, 
excited by her newest idol, Eu- 
gene O'Neill. At 17, she went to 
New York with the idea of taking 
classes at Columbia and the Juil- 
lard School of Music. On the sec- 
ond day her money was lost (or 
stolen) on a subway train. She 
took various jobs, including that 
of waitress. But she was not 
strong enough. Nor could she 
bring her mind, in which music 
and words were creating images 
and characters, to the task at 
hand. She roamed the city. The 
docks (because of O’Neill’s influ- 
ence) attracted her. She dreamed 
of voyages and foreign lands. She 
forgot to eat when she could. 
There was a long illness and a 
threat of tuberculosis. 


The Breakthrough 


Two years later “Story” bought 
two short stories. That was the 
breakthrough. Writing to her has 
been independent of any act of 
will, It has been created spon- 
taneously, from some_ source 
which the writer can only shape. 


“Clock Without Hands” is in 
this pattern. There are four main 
characters, each a symbol. They 
are symbols not so much of the 
emerging South, as of characters 
caught up in life’s changes. They 
contend with the forces of change 
loosed in their own community, 
There is the old ex-congressman 
and judge, the town’s “‘big man’”’. 
He has established the life values 
by which the town lives. The

State Law 
Void, City 
Schools Say

The first challenge to the state's 
constitutional provision for segre- 
gated schools was raised Monday 
by attorneys for the Atlanta Board 


The separate schools provision 
is “null and void and in violation 
of Amendment 14 to the Constitu- 
tion of the United States,’’ the 
board’s lawyers contended. 


The contention was part of an- 
swers and demurrers to a tax- 
payers’ suit seeking to cut off 
funds to Atlanta’s four desegre- 
gated schools. 


The documents were filed in 
Blackshear Monday with the 
clerk of the Pierce County Supe- 
rior Court. 


Although public school desegre- 
gation began in Atlanta in August 
under a federal court order, the 
state constitutional provision for 
separate schools never has been 
specifically struck down or at- 
tacked in court. 


The Georgia Constitution, Arti- 
cle VIII, section I, states: 


“The provision of an adequate 
education for the citizens shall be 
a primary obligation of the State 
of Georgia, the expense of which 
shall be provided for by taxation. 
Separate schools shall be provid- 
ed for the white and colored 
races.” 


Using that provision, a group 
of Georgia taxpayers asked Judge 
Cecil Roddenberry of Nahunta to 
enjoin use of state funds in At- 
lanta’s desegregated high schools. 


Roddenberry temporarily grant- 
ed the request. He restrained the 
Atlanta Board of Education, the 
state board and other state offi- 
cials.

“She usually doesn’t go out into 
the street,” Mr. Pape said. “'l 
guess she was looking for me 
because she had seen me leav- 
ng for the hospital when I came 
here.

I've been with many 
of them. It’s Rusty. There never 
was another like her.’ ’

Following the Belgrade Conference, 
the Kennedy administration has been re- 
viewing its policies toward the so-called 
“neutral” nations. It was less than 
pleased with the conference’s soft attitude 
on the resumption of nuclear tests by the 
Soviet Union and especially that of Presi- 
dent Tito of Yugoslavia. The latter’s sup- 
port of much of Moscow’s foreign policy 
also has created considerable tension in 
Washington. 

The dispute arising from the sale to 
Tito of 130 obsolete aircraft is under- 
standable. The deal was under consider- 
ation during the Eisenhower administra- 
tion which recommended that Kennedy 
go through with it. Now that the recom- 
mendation has been accepted in spite of 
Tito’s subsequent attitude, many people 
are highly critical. 

Kennedy’s decision basically was the 
same as that of Eisenhower. The obso- 
lete planes would be of little use in mod- 
ern war. The former president felt that 
if we denied Tito the planes, he would 
turn to the Soviet Union for even better 
ones. This and our other aid to the Yugo- 
slavs was intended to keep the country 
independent instead of driving it com- 
pletely into the Communist bloc.

A lady who identified herself as “an itinerant grandmother, a perpetual

orem alone in their own homes, not to be persuaded to sell out and divide their 
time with their scattered children. ‘I know I have the best children in the world,” this woman 


wrote. “But sometimes I wish I had produced one mercy killer, who would have put me out of 
my misery before I reached this pass.” 


The trouble, she explains, is 
that she has the rootless, foot- 
loose existence of an old vaude- 
villian making the Keith Or- 
pheum circuit. “And me a 
farmer’s wife for 38 years!” 
she mourns. She who never went 
farther than the county fair for 
all the years of her marriage 
(except for one historic trip to

U.N. Funds 
For Congo 
Run Short

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. — The 


United Nations announced Mon- 
day that it has only enough 
money to continue the military 
operation in the Congo for two 
more weeks. 


Unless $20 million is appropri- 
ated before the end of this month, 
authorities said, the operation by 
an international force of 16,000 
troops and aircraft faced collapse. 


The warning was issued by 
Bruce Turner, the U.N. chief 
financial officer. He spoke after 
a U. S. Congressman had warned 
that Americans were beginning 
to question whether they should 
continue high levels of added 
support to the U.N. in the face 
of the refusals of a growing num- 
ber of members to pay for the 
Congo and other actions they re- 
gard as politically objectionable. 


Rep. Omar Burleson, D-Tex., 
asserted that Americans are 
happy to contribute even more 
than a fair share to the U.N.

Hernia -

After reading an article con- 
cerning my lack of faith in; ‘‘in- 
jection treatments” for -hernia 
(rupture), the following letter 


came from a man: 


Dear Dr, Molner: I feel it ts 
more or less my duty to relate 
my experiences. I went to be 
fitted for a truss and mentioned 
that | was going to be operated 
on. It was suggested that I go 
to a Dr. X., who specialized in 
injections, and that itt would 
be cheaper and just as effec- 
tive. ‘ 


I went to Dr, X for three 
years. The h seemed to 
be held in place for a period 
of two or three months but in 
time it would always pop out 
again. The doctor used injec- 
tion needles about four to six 
inches long and seemed to be 
crocheting around my in- 
testines, 


After each injection the gas 
pains were terrible. I asked 
Dr. X. on several occasions to 
tell me if he felt he could not 
cure my case. His reply was 
always the same, ‘I guarantee 
I will cure it.’ 


Finally I told him I was 
ready to give up. His reply was, 
‘I will give you my blitzkrieg 
injection. That should do it.’ 


Afterward, I went home and 
was writhing in agony. My wife 
called Dr. X., asking him what 
she should do. His reply was, 
‘Just stand him on his head if 
he passes out and he will come 
to again.’ 


I later was operated on by a 
surgeon who said it was a dif- 
ficult case because of the mass 
of scar tissue that had built up 
from the injections. It was 
necessary to take a piece of 
fascia from my leg and graft it 
over the hernia opening. That 
operation was performed over 
five years ago and is still hold- 
ing good, although my work 
has required much heavy lift- 
ing.—W. H. P.

“It’s seldom the prettiest girl 
who wins,” experienced Sandra 
stresses. 


Personality, poise and talent— 
and brains ave replaced 
curves and. y ways in to 
day’s glamor competition. The 
girls often take 1.Q. tests and 
current events quizzes before 
the beauty hurdles begin. 


“I just have one bathing 
suit,’’ big-eyed Gayle says as 
proof that cheesecake in the 
competitions has almost gone. 


Ball growns have almost re- 
placed swim suits, along with 
‘‘not too fussy dresses’’ for con- 
test preliminaries. 


Is the title worth the trouble? 


Absolutely. Contest winning is 
good business for the ambitious 
school girl, say these experts. 


And they go at it on a strictly 
business basis. 


First, they gain personality, 
poise and self-confidence, all 
necessary for a successful ca- 
reer in later life. 

Secondly, contests give them 
influential contacts to use in 
their future careers, whether 
in business or marriage. 

Third, beauty contests bring 
cold cash to the winners and 
often pretty clothes, prizes and 
trips. 


“We make about $25 on ev- 
ery appearance,” Gayle ex- 
plains, elaborating that beauty 
queens gain a_ professional 
status and can demand good 
pay for convention appear- 
ances, opening new stores, 
modeling or making talks. 


| Their Reading Tastes Are the Same 
-But Material Must Be 


Blind children have the same 
reading tastes as those with 
normal eyesight, but until re 
cently their reading supply was 
limited. 

‘During baseball season, a 
blind boy wants to read about 
the game even though he can’t 
see one,”’ reminded Dr. Charles 
Gallozzi of Washington, D.C. 


As assistant chief of the Li- 
brary of Congress Division for 
the Blind, Dr. Gallozzi visited 
over the weekend to inspect the 
Georgia Library for the Blind, 
1060 Murphy Ave., SW. 

“Blind children want to read 
about their sports heroes just 
like other kids,” the library of- 
ficial continued. 
PRODUCTION STARTED 

Until about seven or eight 
years ago, he estimated, they 
had little chance to read any- 
thing except textbooks. 

“In 1953, we started produc- 


ing supplementary reading 
books for blind children,” he 


Now the Georgia Library for 


the Blind under the State De- 
partment of Education, and 
some 30 other units like it over 
the country, have braille books 
and talking book records rang- 
ing from ‘‘Dr. Seuss” to space 
age fiction, biographies and 
Westerns, to name a smatter- 
ing. 

The local library, located in 
new quarters in the old Farm- 
er’s Market, has some 3,800 
books of different titles for both 
blind children and adults, in 
both record and braille form. 
They include one copy of braille 
books and three to 10 copies 
of talking book records. Cur- 


in Braille 


have the same teachers as other 
children.” 


The Atlanta unit serves 
roughly 200 blind children in a 
three-state area, about half of 
them in the Atlanta area. 


Most of the books and records 
are mailed to the children, with 
postage free, the official ex- 
plained. 


SIMPLE INSTRUMENTS 


“They are simple instruments 
the children can operate them- 
selves,”” Dr. Gallozzi explained. 


Teen-agers are “hungrier” 
for outside reading than any 
other age, Mrs. Jewel Dyer, li- 
‘brary director here believes. 


She finds young boys inter- 
ested in science fiction and biog- 
raphies and girls in romantic 
fiction, etiquette tips and ‘“‘the 
same reading as other chil- 
dren,” 

The purpose of Dr. Gallozzi's 
visit was to install a new rec- 
ord keeping system for the 


In fact, the girls get more 
modeling offers than their 
school life allows. 


All four are serious about 
keeping up their grades at 
Emory and preparing for ca- 
reers in fields of psychology or 
teaching.

“It's a big business and you 
have to work,” Sandra. ex- 
plains.

Sandra dances, Mary Stew- 
art plays the piano and Gayle 
and Su do dramatic readings 
as their talent offerings. All 
take plenty of preparation.

The pres- 
ent case was compounded by an 
unthinking sense of false economy 
that resulted in the loss of a vul- 
nerable slam. 


The final contract was reason- 
able and North’s raise to six no 
trump was quite sound, holding a 
runable six-card suit and all the 
side controls. 


West opened the seven of clubs 
and, in order to insure the win- 
ning of four tricks in the suit, de- 
clarer permitted it to run to his 
hand. East’s jack forced declar- 
er’s king and a diamond was led 
toward dummy. The jack won the 
trick but, when East showed out, 
the bubble had burst, for two 
more leads were needed toward 
the diamond honors and declarer 
had but one entry left. 


Declarer’s handling of the open- 
ing lead was dictated by impulse 
rather than reason. A fourth club 
trick was the least of declarer’s 
concern-—and, in point of fact, was 
absolutely immaterial. The ten of 
clubs could at best produce a 
mythical 13th trick, since the ace 
of diamonds must be given up in 
any event. 


Declarer had to protect him- 
self against only one holding, that 
is, all four diamonds in the West 
hand. If East had all four, declar- 
er’s cause would be lost. The im- 
portant consideration is that de- 
clarer must learn of the diamond 
distribution before releasing any 
entries ‘to his own hand. So he 
should win with the ace of clubs in 
dummy and lead the king of dia- 
monds. West will win with the ace 
as East discards. Declarer can 
enter his hand with the king of 
clubs to lead a diamond. West will 
play the nine and North the jack. 
The South hand is re-entered with 
the king of spades and on another 
diamond lead West's ten is 
trapped and dummy is high.
